Here answers to the fly the Dolly 
Varden and the cutthroat, the si>eck- 
eled trout, a peculiarly 
g amy 
fish 
which seems to make its habitat In no 
other place than the tributaries 
of 
Klamath. 
The deer are stalked only. If a city 
hunter should venture into this coun­ 
try with hounds he would find 
his 
dog s misteriously poisoned before he 
left the lodg e at Pelican. It is ag ainst 
the ethics of the mountain men 
of 
Klamath to sit on a trail and slaug h­ 
ter a buck in flig ht from dog s. 
Tnere are tw^o kinds of deer that 
“ use,” as the mountaineers say, along 
the Cascade slopes ki southern Ore­ 
g on—the little California variety, in­ 
credibly swift, and the mule-tall deer, 
larg er by many pounds and even more 
w'ary than his smaller brother. 
The 
mule-tail deer is rarer than the Cali­ 
fornia deer. 
He is found hig her up 
on the slopes of the mountains, almost 
at the point w’here the timber g ives 
way to bald g ranite. 
The bears are plentiful and it Is cus­ 
tomary to hunt them with dog s. The 
bear dog of the Oreg on mountain man 
is of a strang e and various breed. He 
may be a mong rel of no pride of an­ 
cestry or a Collie of shadowy 
pedi­ 
g ree; usually he is just a plain ordi­ 
nary yellow dog who has the wisdom 
to run in and snap 
without 
being 
caug ht and whose voice is 
In 
the 
basso reg ister. 
There are no g rizzly bears in the 
Cascades, They are found in the Sis- 
kiyon rang e on the border of southern 
Oreg on. The black bear that inhabits 
the Klamath reg ion g rows to remark­ 
able size, far larg er than the black 
bear of the eastern and middle west­ 
ern states. The state of Oreg on pays 
a bounty on his scalp because of his 
depredations on the sheep and cattle. 
The California lions are numerous 
enoug h to induce nervousness at nig ht 
and make it comfortable to be in camp 
by sundown, but one may hunt for 
days and never g et a tawny flash of 
one sneaking throug h the brush. 
For the fisherman the opportunities 
are of never ending fascination. The 
lake and stream are both at hand.

The negro, Moore, swore on the gal­ 
lows that MlUon Rawlings fired the 
shots which k iil?0 the children.’ 
Since the execution of Rawlings and 
Moore a wave of sy mpathy swept the 
state for the .sons, who w*ere mere 
boy s when the crime w^as committed. 
This morning the pardon buatd met 
in special session and recommended 
a commutation to life imprisonment, 
which was approved by the governor 
Leonard 
Rawlings, 
the third son 
convicted, is now serving a life sen­ 
tence for his part in the crime. 
The 
commutation gives general satisfac­ 
tion, as many believe the boy s are 
innocent, or were forced to do their 
father’s bidding.
